CBP Residency Requirement: Individuals are required to have physically resided in the United States 
(U.S.) or its protectorates (as declared under international law) for at least three (3) of the last five (5) 
years, prior to completing an application for CBP employment.

Exceptions to the Requirement: An individual who has physically resided outside of the U.S. for more 
than two (2) of the last five (5) years may still meet the residency requirement if the time they spent outside 
of the U.S. falls under one of the exceptions listed below AND if they are able to provide information 
sufficient for conducting the background investigation commensurate with the position risk/sensitivity level 
required for the position to which they have applied. Sufficient stateside coverage is defined as the 
investigative requirements of all overseas activities including basic, personal and item coverage that can 
be obtained either through direct coverage or collateral coverage by knowledgeable sources.
